ACCIDENT ON YOUR 
PROPERTY? YOUR 
LIABILITY HAS LIMITS. 

What is the exlenl of- your 
liability ir a person is injured 
*on your residential property? 
"Liability "for~accidents-on 
your property does not de- 
pend merely bit "ownership. 
Your responsibility .to per- 
sons who come upon your 
property depends upon I he 
reason for their visit. 

The property owner's legal 
obligations toward the social 
visitor are limited by law. 
The owner (1) must refrain 
from "will Till and wanton 
misconduct" and ,(2) must 
warn his guests or any hid- 
den danger which he should 
know about. But the law 
does not otherwise charge 
the host with the protection 
of his guests from injury. 
. The law in this case is 
relationship' between the host 
and his guests. It holds. that 
the ltost receives no* benefit 
from the visitor except the 
pleasure of the. guest's com- 
pany, and as one judge has 
stated: "The visitor in* a 
home takes his host as he is 
and for the purpoes of liabil- 
ity becomes a member of the 
family.',' 

However, .a different rule 
applies to I hose persons -who 
come on your property for 
the -purpose of a business in 
which you are engaged.
